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To  the  Sanitary  Committee. 

Gentlemen, — The  duty  imposed  upon  me  is  to  make  a report  on  the 
Health  of  the  Borough  for  the  last  three  months  of  the  year  1893,  the  time 
during  which  1 have  held  the  post  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  value  of  statistics  in  regard  to  Sanitary  matters,  and  the  impossibility 
of  making  any  comparisons  unless  detailed  records  are  published  annually, 
have  induced  me  to  compile  a report  for  the  whole  year,  as  far  as  the  records 
are  available.  Several  important  matters  have  been  passed  over  from  want 
of  personal  knowledge,  and  I have  commented  only  on  those  that  I have  seen 
for  myself.

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VITAL  STATISTICS. 


Population. 

The  population  of  the  Borough,  as  extended  on  Nov.  gth,  1892,  taken  at  the 
census  of  1891,  is  given  by  the  Registrar-General  as  22009,  and  for  the  same  area 
in  1881  is  19835.  Calculated  on  this  rate  of  increase,  the  estimated  population 
for  the  middle  of  1893  was  22530. 

The  area  of  Borough,  as  given  by  the  Registrar-General  is  1219  acres,  the 
density  would  therefore  be  18-5  persons  per  acre. 

The  inhabited  houses  in  1891  were  4171  for  the  extended  Borough,  with  51 
uninhabited  and  6 building.  During  1892  and  1893,  181  houses  have  been  built, 
and  it  is  probable  that  owing  to  this  rapid  increase  the  actual  population  is  nearer 
2300c.  The  population  and  inhabited  houses  in  the  three  wards  was  given  by  the 
census  returns  as  follows  : —

Births. 

The  total  number  of  births  during  1893  was  850,  consisting  of  442  boys  and 
408  girls.  This  is  equivalent  to  a birth-rate  of  377  per  1000  inhabitants.  Of 
the  births,  60  were  of  illegitmate  children,  forming  7 per  cent  of  the  total  births. 
The  biiths  during  the  year  1892  numbered  435. 

Deaths. 


During  the  year,  535  deaths  were  registered  as  occurring  in  the  Borough  of 
Chesterfield,  277  males  and  238  females  giving  a death-rate  of  237  per  1000 
inhabitants.  Four  deaths  occurred  at  the  Smallpox  Hospital  of  patients  admitted 
from  the  Borough,  and  there  were  56  deaths  in  the  Workhouse  and  Hospital  of 
non-residents  ; allowing  for  these,  the  deaths  among  Chesterfield  people  number 
483  or  2 1 ‘4  per  1000. 

68  deaths  occurred  in  the  Workhouse,  and  27  in  the  Hospital.  The  infantile 
mortality  (under  one  year  of  age)  was  221  per  1000  births. 

Causes  of  Death. 


The  chief  causes  of  death  and  the  number  of  deaths  for  different  diseases 
for  the  two  sexes  and  at  different  ages  are  given  in  Table  I. 

The  seven  chief  zymotic  diseases  caused  69  deaths,  equivalent  to  a zymotic 
death-rate  of  3’o6  per  1000  of  population.  The  deaths  from  diarrhoea,  equivalent 
to  1-9  per  1000. 

Smallpox. 


Smallpox  was  introduced  into  the  Borough  on  July  14th,  1892,  by  a tramp, 
who  obtained  a lodging  at  the  Beehive  Lodging-house,  Knifesmith-gate.  71  cases 
were  notified  during  the  remainder  of  the  year  1892.  A Temporary  Hospital  was 
opened  at  Spital,  Hasland,  outside  the  Borough,  on  Aug.  22nd,  1892,  for  the 
admission  of  Smallpox  patients,  into  which  12  beds  were  placed,  6 for  males  and 
^ for  females ; subsequently,  another  building  was  added  containing  10  beds  for. 
nales,  and  10  for  females.  A Trained  Nurse  was  engaged  on  Aug.  26th,  1892,  and 
mother  on  Sept.  9th,  1892  ; there  were  also  a Ward-maid,  a Ccok,  and  Porter, 
ind  this  staff  has  been  maintained  up  to  the  present  time.  44  cases  were  treated 
it  the  Borough  Hospital,  25  at  the  Workhouse,  and  2 at  their  homes  during  the 
/ear  1892. 

During  the  year  1893,  96  cases  of  Smallpox  occurred  in  the  Borough,  of 
hese,  85  were  treated  at  the  Smallpox  Hospital,  4 at  the  Workhouse,  and  7 
their  own  homes.  In  addition  to  the  aoove,  5 cases  admitted  from  districts 
utside  the  Borough  were  treated  at  the  Workhouse,  The  distribution  in  the  three 
ards  was  as  follows  : —

iduring  the  latter  part  of  1892  and  the  early  part  of  1893,  the  disease  existed 
in  various  parts  of  Derbyshire,  and  large  numbers  of  navvies  were  congregated 
together,  owing  to  the  construction  of  new  railway  lines  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Chesterfield.  Moreover,  in  one  village  at  least,  viz.,  Whittington,  it  became 
epidemic.  Most  of  the  cases  can  be  traced  to  contact  with  these  sources  of 
infection,  and  considering  the  prevalence  of  the  disease  in  the  neighbourhood. 
Chesterfield  must  be  congratulated  in  not  having  a larger  number  of  cases.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  the  prompt  removal  to  the  temporary  Hospital,  and  the  efficient 
disinfector  which  has  been  in  use  since  June,  have  helped  the  authorities  in  keeping 
the  disease  under  control,  for  in  only  3 cases  did  it  spread  from  house  to 
house.  I am  informed  there  was  very  little  difficulty  in  persuading  those  attacked 
with  the  disease  to  go  to  the  Hospital,  and  in  vaccinating  and  re-vaccinating  those 
who  had  been  in  contact  vuth  them.  The  Tables  give  details  of  the  cases  as  to 
type  of  disease,  state  of  vaccination,  and  also  shew  the  numbers  admitted  into 
the  Hospital  from  the  Rural  Sanitary  Authority  and  the  Whittington  Local  Board, 
whom  the  Borough  Authorities  were  able  to  assist.  Unfortunately,  the  records  do 
not  distinguish  between  good  and  bad  marks,  so  that  1 am  unable  to  give  the 
usual  classification.  There  are  92  of  the  cases  occurring  in  the  Borough  of  whom 
records  have  been  kept,  and  they  may  be  classified  thus  : —

44  out  of  the  69  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases  were  due  to  diarrhcea  ; of  these, 
were  those  of  children  under  i year  of  age,  and  41  under  5 years  of  age,  no 
pS  than  38  occurring  in  the  months  of  June,  July,  and  August. 
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Respiratory  Diseases 

caused  115  deaths,  or  nearly  20  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths,  no  less  than  44 
occurring  in  children  under  5 years  of  age.  The  high  death-rate  from  these  and 
Diarrhoea  points  to  overcrowding  in  small  and  insanitary  dwellings.

NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act  was  adopted  in  November,  1890, 
and  has  been  of  the  greatest  service  to  the  Authorities  by  giving  them  early  and 
complete  knowledge  of  the  cases,  and  the  opportunity  of  immediate  isolation. 
Unfortunately,  there  is  no  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases  other  than  the 
temporary  one  for  Smallpox,  so  that  infectious  diseases,  other  than  Smallpox, 
have  not  been  dealt  with  in  the  most  efficient  manner.  Several  times  as  many  as 
6 cases  of  the  same  infectious  disease  have  occurred  within  a short  period  in  the 
same  house,  leaving  the  house  a source  of  infection  for  months  together,  and  a 
danger  to  the  public  health.  It  it  bad  been  possible  to  isolate  the  first  cases,  the 
source  of  infection  would  have  been  removed  and  the  house,  in  a few  days, 
probably  declared  free  from  infection.  The  Notification  Act  is  in  force,  and  the 
Council  have  purchased  an  efficient  disinfector,  but  the  third  and  most  important 
means  of  dealing  with  infectious  diseases,  viz.,  an  Isolation  Hospital,  is  still 
wanting.  The  Table  shews  a large  increase  in  the  number  of  infectious  diseases 
during  the  year  1893.  Cost  of  the  Notification  during  1893,  ^40  i6s.

BOROUGH  SMALLPOX  HOSPITAL 

was  opened  on  August  22nd,  1892,  and  has  remained  open  till  the  present  time. 
It  will  be  seen  from  the  Tables  that  103  cases  have  been  admitted  from  the 
Chesterfield  Rural  District  and  Whittington,  in  addition  to  the  85  admitted  from 
the  Borough,  making  a total  of  188  admissions  with  14  deaths.  This  is  a large 
number  of  cases  for  so  small  a place,  and  considering  the  other  difficulties  that 
have  had  to  be  contended  with,  the  results  are  very  gratifying.

There  are  many  improvements  that  might  be  suggested  with  regard  to  the 
lospital,  and  especially  as  to  the  accommodation  of  the  staff,  but  as  the  epidemic 
as  now  subsided,  it  will  be  my  duty  to  point  them  out  when  the  question  of  a 
ermanent  Isolation  Hospital  comes  before  the  Health  Committee.

The  Committee  provided  liberally  for  the  treatment  and  comfort  of  the 
Patients  ; and  the  staff,  under  many  difficulties,  have  done  their  work  exceedingly 
well,  the  Nurse-Matron  especially  shewing  the  greatest  care  and  anxiety  for  the 
welfare  of  the  Patients.

SANITARY  WORK  OF  THE  YEAR. 

Sanitary  Inspections. 

For  the  following  summary  of  the  Sanitary  Work  I am  indebted  to  Mr, 
Charles  E.  Wood,  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  whose  valuable  assistance  I have 
much  pleasure  in  acknowledging.  Mr.  Wood  commenced  his  work  here  in  January 
1892,  to  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  duties  of  this  office  ; before  that  time 
the  offices  of  Borough  Surv'eyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector  were  combined. 
Until  3 months  ago,  no  loom  had  been  set  apart  for  the  work  of  the  Health  Office, 
and  with  little  or  no  clerical  assistance  the  records  have  been  kept  with  considerable 
difficulty.  yVn  office  has  now  been  set  apart  for  this  department,  and  is  to  oe  fitted 
up  so  as  to  enable  the  work  to  be  done  in  an  efficient  manner. 

Although  only  2364  inspections  are  recorded,  many  others  were  made  in 
connection  with  the  883  notices  which  were  served  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances. 
Moreover,  the  opportunity  is  taken  in  each  of  these  cases  to  make  a sanitary 
inspection  of  the  premises,  so  that  in  time  it  is  hoped  the  condition  of  every  house 
in  the  Borough  will  be  known  and  recorded. 


The  nuisances  con^sisted  chiefly  of  defective  house  drainage  and  insanitary 
ashpits.  It  is  estimated  that  there  are  about  1500  ashpits  in  the  Borough,  and  of 
these  203  or  13  per  cent.  ha\  e been  found  defective  during  the  year  1893,  and 
many  more  are  still  in  the  same  condition.  Many  of  them,  especially  in  the  poorer 
districts,  are  very  near  the  houses,  and  owing  to  the  want  of  space  cannot  be  moved 
farther  away,  so  that  under  the  best  condition  they  will  always  constitute  a nuisance 
and  be  injurious  to  health.  The  Town,  as  far  as  I can  ascertain,  is  well  sewered, 
and  there  is  no  reason  why  the  adoption  of  water-closetb  should  not  become  general, 
as  it  would  be  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  if  all  privy 
a^ihpits  were  removed  from  the  Borough. 


A smoke- testing  apparatus  for  discovering  defects  in  drains,  which  was 
urchased  during  the  year,  has  proved  of  the  greatest  service,  and  been  much 
ppreciated  by  householders,  who  have  often  asked  for  its  application, 
deven  houses  were  declared  unfit  for  human  habitation,  but  only  two  have  been 
losed  ; many  more  are  in  a most  dilapidated  condition,  surrounded  by  unpaved 
id  badly  drained  yards  in  an  insanitary  state,  with  foul  privies  and  ashpits  close  to 
le  houses.  It  would  be  difficult  to  imagine  a state  of  things  more  conducive  to  a 
gh  death-rate  from  Uiarrhoea,  Respiratory  Diseases,  Measles  and  Whooping 
)Ugh  among  children  under  5,  and  it  will  be  found  that  this  is  borne  out  by  the  death 
ble.  Unfortunately  houses  for  the  working  classes  are  very  scarce,  and  it  is 
Most  impossible  to  find  accommodation  for  those  who  are  unhoused. 


Bye-laws  are  now  being  prepared  for  the  paving  of  courts  and  open  spaces  in 
connection  with  dwelling-houses.  Dairies,  Milkshops  and  Cowsheds  have  been 
regularly  inspected  and  kept  in  a clean  condiiion,  but  owing  to  the  want  of  bye- 
laws many  defects  have  been  albwed  to  creep  in.  Bye-laws  are  now  being  prepared. 
Slaughter  houses  and  Meat  stalls  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  found  in  good 
order.  Offensive  Trade  Bye  laws  have  been  presented  to  the  Health  Committee 
for  adoption.  Common  Lodging-houses  have  been  regularly  inspected  by  Chief 
Constable  Emery,  and  found  to  comply  with  the  laws.  They  have  now  been 
handed  over  to  the  Health  Department. 

The  Water  supply  for  the  last  three  months  of  the  year  was  bad  in  quality  and 
deficient  in  quantity.  Several  times  for  as  many  as  four  days  together,  houses  were 
entirely  without  water,  and  lor  weeks  together  water  could  only  be  obtained  during 
one  hour  daily.  Many  of  the  inhabitants  resorted  to  the  supply  nearest  to  them, 
in  several  cases  wells  of  doubtful  purity.  I am  informed  also  that  the  supply  was 
deficient  and  intermittent,  during  the  summer  months. 

There  are  several  other  matters,  for  instance — the  Smoke  Nuisance  and  the 
Adulteration  of  Food  and  Drugs  which  have  not  received  the  attention  they  deserve, 
but  which  have  no  doubt  been  crowded  out  owing  to  pressure  of  other  work.
